The flieal €olrt as noir organ- 
ized went into office January 
first, 1802, the sheriff's settle- 
tiieata for the eotinty rcYenne for 
that year and the year 1908, has 
been completed,#or the year 1004, 
the settlemdnt 'is but partially 
completed. 

The assessed value of taxable

property for said year fifty eight 
thousand nine hundred and for- 
ty-nine dollara ($68 M9 00) mak- 
ing' the total assessed value of 
taxable property in the county 
seven hundredaeigbty-eii^ht thou- 
sand and mx inindred aitd eip;h- 
ty-eight dollars (1788 688 00) this 
doss not indnde the Tahiation of 
railroad property nor bank prop- 
erty, which is assessed by the 
state board of ndttatioa. 

The debts of the eoonty have 
all been paid except its current 
expenses for the present year, the 
total amount of claims allowed 
for the present year are 15,204 59. 

At the last October term, this 
court fixed a levy tor general pur- 
poses of fifty cents on the hun- 
dred dollars, and for road and 
bridge purposes, ten cents on the 
hundred dollars, and a i>oll tax 
for general purposes on each le- 
gal voter of oae dollar and fifty 
cent, and a poll tax for road and 
bridge purposes on each road band 
of one dollar, witha veiw of work- 
ing the roads by taxation, the 
court, however, has decided it not 
expedient to work the roads by 
taxation at present and has there- 
fore, set aside the order fixing a 
poll tax of one dollar on the road 
hand. It is, however, collecting 
ten cents on the hundred dollars 
for road and faaldge porpoaee, 
which eaa onlv be expended for 
that pnrpoie, and has fixed the 
levy fbr the year 1M6 for all pur- 
poses at forty cents on the one 
hundred dollars, and one dollar 
and fifty cents poll tax.
